The government forces sev- 
eral times had disregarded white 
flags of “surrender.”

Duties of the Commission, in the 
main, are set forth in the Act, as/ 
follows: 

1—There is hereby created an 
account in the Treasury of the 
Province of Alberta to be known as 
the Provincial Credit Account. In/ 
the year in which this Act comes!

Yet Hitler holds 69 million people 
in the hollow of his hand. And one 
needs but to look about Germany 


to realize how great a people they

list. Evidence in support of this view 
abounds: Germany teems with it 
The Germans are doing their 
very best to smile upon the visitor. 
Foreign money is desperately 
needed and every encouragement 
is given to the tourist. The German 
mark is worth about 40.5 cents, 
but if a foreigner will stay a min- 
imum of seven days in the coun~ 
try he can buy marks for 24 cents. 
The hotels arc provided with the 
best of food and the cooking is ex- 


cellent. More than that, in the large 
cities, the restaurants in the down 
town districts are allowed to nave 
plenty of food so that the tourist 
will be unlikely to encounter any 
evidence of iron rations. The stores 
are full of fine merchandise. For 


those who like it, the music is superb 
NOT TRUE PICTURE 

Because of the tourist marks, liv- 

ing costs seem reasonable. But when 
prices are measured in German 
marks and against prevailing wage 
levels, when the ration system is 
examined, and when it is discovered 
that essential lines of diet are unob- 
tainable—a truer picture of condi- 
tions is obtained. 

Germany is a completely plann- 
ed and regimented country. Every 
industry is state controlled, direct- 
ly or indirectly, and most indus- 
tries operate on a government- 
made plan. Prices and wages are 
fixed, agriculture is controlled in 
minute detai!. Complete security of 
tenure has been bestowed upon 
farmers. No longer are they wor- 
ried by the spectre of eviction: 
but they have plenty of other 
spectres to worry about,

Andre Malreux—like Lawrence of Arabia an 
archaeologist turned soldier—has been lecturing 
in New York under the auspices of “The Nation” 
upon the work of the Malreux Squadron, fight- 
ing on behalf of the Spanish Loyalists. 

From New York he flew to Hollywood, there 
to appeal to some of the Leftist writers and 
actors, and to address West Coast labor groups 
before returning to the fighting front in Spain. 

Malreux’s first archaeological work was in 
French Indo-China where he uncovered evi- 
dences of the Greek invasion of four thousand 
years before. In China he became Commissioner 
of Propaganda for the Kuomintang Government. 
In the following years he roamed Afghanistan, 
Chinese Turkestan, Persia and the Arabian 
Desert, uncovering with Molinier the so-called 
“Ancient City 6f Sheba.” His book “Man's Fate” 
had won the coveted Prix Gorcourt. At the 
opening of the Fascist rebellion in Spain, Mal- 
reux was at his post as editor of France's largest 
publishing house in Spain. He hurried to Paris, 
called a meeting of French aviators in Paris's 
Palais du Sport and asked “Who will come with 
me to Spain to start a Loyalist air-force?” 

A hundred Frenchmen responded. Malreux, 
himself an experienced flier, picked the best of 
them to form the first flight of the Malreux 
Squadron. Within a week he was fighting the 
modern airships of the Italians and Germans. 
Gradually the hastily-formed squadron became 
a crack military unit under its 35 year old lead- 
er. 

Here is the story of a day with the Malreux 
Squadron as told by the French flier himself. It 
describes two of the attacks in which he figured: 

“It is 4 a.m. in our sleeping-quarters when 
the phone rings. From his sound sleep, a man 
rolls over, rubs his eyes. Still half asleep, the 
man stumbles to answer it. The Minister of War 
is on the wire, giving the orders of the day. 

“Pulling a blanket around him, the man, a 
pilot, listens, repeats: ‘Visibility low. ... Plan 6 
o'clock attack on Salamanca airdrome... .’ 

“The rest of us begin stirring. Grumbling at 
the cold, we dress, gulp down black coffee, eggs 
and rye bread. Too ill-humored to waste words, 
we plan our attack. 

“Outside, darkness is fading into a thick haze; 
the ground crew hauls out and tunes up our 
planes. Stiff in our flying-suits, we climb in. 
Six planes strong, we take off, head for the Rebel 
airdrome and let go our eggs. We have caught 
the Rebels unprepared. But by the time we have 
circled to drop another load, their anti-aircraft 
guns have begun to warm up. Luckily, they 
can't get our range, and at 7 o'clock we are back 
taxiing up to our hangars. Before I can climb 
out of my plane, however, a grease monkey 
rushes up to me: ‘A peasant is here,’ he yells, 
‘who knows the location of the Olmedo hangar!’ 

“Eagerly, we gather around the anxious 
farmer; the Olmedo hangar has long been a 
threat to our base. An attack on it would rele- 
gate our first flight to a mere warming-up ex- 
ercise. ... 

“The thin-faced peasant is speaking to me: ‘I 
escaped through the Rebel lines, Colonel,’ he 
says. ‘I told the village committee what I knew 
and they sent me here by auto.’ 

“Is the man lying? I look at my cohorts and 
see that they are wondering if he is not a fascist 
spy. Possibly we are being baited into a well- 
set trap. ... There is one way to find out; we 
decide to take the peasant with us. 

“With our planes refueled, bombs loaded into 
the racks, I give the peasant a helmet and put him 
in my plane. With my signal, the six bombers 
take off. The peasant, I notice, is frightened, all 
right, but it may be only because this is his first 
plane ride. We are soon over Madrid, and to make 
him feel better I point out the familiar land- 
marks, the Royal Palace and the Telephone Ex- 
change Building. He seems relieved, and I begin 
to fee] better about the venture myself. 

“On we go, til I see the tiny houses of the 
peasant’s vil out to him: ‘Don’t 
you recogr

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How To Gain Weight 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 

In examining thoysands of thin people under 
the fluoroscope, I find that frequently there is 
a marked prolapsus or sagging of the stomach 
and transverse colon with the result that foods 
are delayed in emptying from the stomach and 
the food residue is slowed down in its passage 
through the colon. 

One of the most beneficial 
measures which such patients 
may employ is a special type 
of exercise designed to raise 
the abdonminal organs and 
strengthen the abdominal 
muscles. 

Tt is also a good plan for 
them to undergo an internal 
cleansing so that assimilation

and tissue building can be increased. In addition, 


the liver, gall-bladder and colon should be 
emptied of impurities to encourage better func- 
tioning. 

This cleansing effect is best obtained by the 
use of a fruit fast for a few days followed by a 
well-balanced diet which is especially rich in 
tissue-building mineral salts and the cell-build- 
ing proteins. If you were to ask me which 
foods are the most important in gaining weight 
I would answer that they are the fresh green 
vegetables of the non-starchy type, both cocked 
and raw, and a reasonable amount of the protein 
foods in the easily digested class. 

Such foods are valuable because they supply 
vitamins, roughage, mineral] elements and pro- 
tein—all absolutely vital. If enough vegetables 
are taken, the patient will secure a normal 
elimination in most instances which is so very 
important if good health is to be retained. While 
starches and such fats and oils as butter and olive 
oil or other salad oils are beneficial in right 
amounts, these should not be used in excess. 

It is especially important that the person who 
is underweight take regular exercise which will 
improve the appearance of the body simply be- 
cause it brings about a better rounded physical 
development. It is a good plan to spend part of 
the exercise period in walking and if one walks 
briskly and breathes deeply, this will be helpful 
in increasing the appetite for wholesome focds. 
Furthermore, exercise will have a_ beneficial 
effect in bringing metabolism closer to normal. 

The walking should be supplemented with 
special exercises taken with the feet higher than 
the head, which will encourage the abdominal 
organs to fall into their rightful positions 
through the effect of gravity, at the same time 
that the muscles are made stronger. 

Before dinner in the evening it is advisable 
that a short rest be taken and if the patient has 
just completed the exercises, the rest period 
should be preceded by a shower. Always rest 
after exercising for any length of time. While 
rest alone is of little value, it must be considered 
part of the necessary regimen and the patient 
should be careful to balance an exercise with a 
resting period. 

Thin people should not eat much soup at the 
beginning of the meal, nor should they drink 
water freely during the meal, as such practises 
may interfere with the desire for other food. 

The use of regular exercise is especially val- 
uable as it will help to build up the muscular 
parts of the body and to develop a firm, curved 
outline. 

This is the best general outline for gaining 
weight as it brings about a slow gain of firm, 
healthy tissue as well as improving the health in 
other ways.

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION: Hannah F. asks: “I am taking a 
course in bacteriology and the professor made 
the statement that most deaths are not due to 
bacterial invasion but are the result of some 
degenerative. change in the vital organs. He 
says that pneumonia is about the only germ 
disease causing a high mortality rate. Do you 
hold a similar opinion?” 

ANSWER: As a general rule, most deaths 
are the result of degenerative changes in one or 
more vital organs; for example, heart disease, 
cancer, diabetes, Bright’s disease, and blood 
vessel catastrophes brought on by high blood 
pressure and arterial hardening, are more likely 
to cause death than any of the germ diseases. 
Of course, there are exceptions to this rule, 
although it holds good in most instances. Pneu- 
monia is a notable exception. Curiously enough, 
arthritis is not a killing disease, although it is 
outstanding as a crippling disease. Judging from 
the evidence which has been amassed, it seems 
that the best way to live to a ripe old age is to 
keep all of the vital organs in good working 
order. 

QUESTION: Marta L. inquires: “I have spells 
of dizziness, a coated tongue, and bilious attacks. 
Is there anything I can do for relief?” 

ANSWER: It is unwise for me to attempt to 
diagnose your case by mail and I suggest that 
what you need is a good diagnosis, given to you 
after a thorough examination. Your symptoms 
might be caused by liver trouble, a sluggish gall 
bladder, or by auto-intoxication.

139 166 245) with common salt and plugged the 
185 173 bottom with small pieces of broom 
ie 4 handles. After ten years those posts 
showed no signs of rotting. The 
salt had disappeared, so I filled up 
the holes again and the posts are 
still in use 
I have only the w@d of my cor- 
respondent that this method works; 
but he is so positive about it, that 
it is certainly worth considering. I 
pass along the idea for what it is 
worth,

ARSON CASE IS 
BEING HEARD 


Evidence of three house and two 
auto fires on which Serge Zukow- 
ski, Wildwood district resident, col- 
lected insurance, was given in sup- 
reme court before Mr. Justice How- 
son Tuesday morning during the 
hearing of evidence against Zukow- 
ski on a charge of arson committed 
in November, 1933, and also on a 
charge of obtaining $1,053 by false 
pretences from the Sentinel Insur- 
ance Co., Ltd 

A lengthy argument took place 
on the admissibility of this evi- 
dence. 

Zukowski lost a Dodge sedan by 
fire in 1935 after the car had trav- 
elled about 700 miles; his home on 
66 street, Edmonton, was burned 
out a few days before Christmas, 
1934; a Chevrolet coach was burned 
on the Stony Plain road in March, 
1934; in the fail of 1933 his house 
on the homestead at Wildwood was
